A Limerick Man on Trial. 


Charged With a Serious Offence. 


Saturday's Belleyille Ontario says: 
>‘ An old man named Eber Conley, 
is being tried before Judge Fraleck 
to-day charged with an unmention- 
able offence. Conley comes from 
Limerick township and was the 
principal witness in the recent sheep- 
stealing trial, in which David ramble 
was sentenced totwo monthsin gool, 
Mr. F, E. O'Flynn is defending the 
prisoner and Crown Attorney Ander- 
son isthe prosecutor. The principal 
witness for the prosecution was Geo, 
Trumble, brother of David Trumble. 


FIVE YEARS SENTENCE. 


The prisoner came up before Judge 
Fraleck on Tuesday morning for 
sentence, and was given five years in 
the Kingston penitentiary. The judge 
faye a lengthy review of the evidence 
and said that he could come to no 
other conclusion than that of guilty. 
He said he was extremely sorry to 
have had to try the case and also to 
sronounce sentence, but the law must 
ve curried out. The crime of which 
he had been found guilty was punish- 
able by life imprisonment, being con- 
sidered next to murder. He spoke 
highly of the able defence routered 
by Mr. O'Flynn. 

Conley, whois a man 75 years of 
age, was then told to stand up, when 
he was giyen the aboye sentence. 
The old inan showed no emotion when 
the sentence was pronounced. He 
will be taken to Kingston in a few 
days, but it is doubtful if he will live 
out the sentence, as he looks as if in 
poor health.

The vegetation 
in that section was destroyed. Much 
of the wreckage fell on the railway, 
Subsequent investigation showed 
that 600 feet of the cast bank of the 
canal was destroyed. The west bank 
was not injured.

Third, land thus 
plowed is exposed to the amoliorat- 
ing influences of sun, air, frost and 
rain, which, under certain conditions 
aid in making a fine secdbed and ren- 
der fertility available. It will be ap- 
parent, therefore, that the aim should 
be to plow lands in the autumn to 
the greatest extent possible in locali- 
the injury that follows 
will be less than the good. It will 
doubtless be safe to say that such 
plowing should be done, as a rule, | 
in climates where the land is lock- 
ed for any considerable time in win- 
ter in all areas where the soil will 
be benefited physically and chemical- 
ly, and under conditions where mois- | 
ture is insufficient to produce maxi- | 
mum crops from spring plowed lands. 

LANDS LOCKED WITH FROST. 


Among the evils tnat result under 
some conditions from autumn plow- 
ing are, the puddling or running to- 
gether of the soil, the loss of fertil- 
ity through leaching and the loss of 
soil through washing. These evils 
will be minimized just in proportion 
as the land is locked by frost in 
winter. In this condition it cannot 
run together or leach or wash. Hence 
the almost universal

ters are relatively long and cold. 
This means that, as a rule, lands 


should be plowed in the autumn in 
all the Canadian provinces, and in 
all the states that border on Can- 
ada Southward from these states 
somo evils follow such autumn plow- 
ing, and these increase continually as 
the latitude is lowered. 

Where lands are plowed in autumn 
in cold climates, rains fill the inter- 
stices between the particles of soil. 
On the approach of winter expansion 
follows when tho ground freezes. This 
forces the particles asunder. So po- 
tent is this silent power that it will 
force apart the particles of the most 
stubborn clays are composed, thus 
forming on and near the surface a 
friable seedbed which the roots of 
young plants may readily penetrate 
in their search for food. The only 
hazard incurred, is that of beating 
rains after the frost leaves the soil 
and before the crop is sown. These 
would solidify the soil again. Such 
hazard is always present in winter 
climates of much rainfall.

Prove Bulletin from the Ontario Agriculture) 
Colloge, by Prof. Harrison 

Tho November 1904 crop bulletin of 
the Ontario Bureau of Industries stut- 
ed that considerable rot had appeared 
especially where the crop

The cause of the Rot” disease is a 
hacterium,a minute vod about 1.20,000 
of an inch long, which grows with 
great rapidity in the tissues of the 

ytato and secretes a substance which 
as a dissolying action on the cell 
walls which hold the starch and other 
contents of the cell in place, when 
these cell walls are destroyed the 
potato becomes watery and soft, 
mtrofaction sets in and the tuber is 
lestroyed. 

The Bactoriologogical Department 
of the Ontario Agricultural College, 
which has been studying the disease 
for the last year would like to ascer- 
tain if the disease in various parts of 
Ontario is similar to the one with 
which it has been working and which 
caused so much damage last year, and 
hence would like farmers troubled 
with the disease to mail an affected 
potato and state at the same time if 
they were troubled with the soft or

WILL BE HELD IN OTTAWA IN 
JANUARY NEXT, 


A Great Deal of Practical Good 
May be Expected From the

|the Dominion, for the forests are ono 
jor her best ets and anything that 
j will p sve them and increase their 
Value is deserving of every consider- 
Pinding the trees growing in 
maturity on the forest lands little 
attention was given to the fact that 
i they are living entities and grow 
nccording to laws which be as- 
lcertained and by the control of 
}which thelr development may be 
lregulated, Io have been class- 
fed with minerals, The more that 
Wan taken away, tho less, it Was 
considered, would or could be left. 
The fact that where trees grew and 
flourished they could grow again 
Was not thought of. As a result the 
forests were cut burnt from 
good and poor land alike and there 
are throughout Canada large tracts 
of land producing nothing which 
might have been producing valuable 
forests, and which may still be, if 
only pyoper means are taken to that 
end. The value of forest products 
for 1901, according to the last cen- 
sus, Was $51,000,000 and provincial 
governments which control their own 
lands derive large revenues from 
their forests. Strike out the item 
of forest revenues from the provin- 
cial budgets and the large amounts 
thus raised must be provided by di- 
rect taxation in some other form. 

THE PUBLIC INTEREST, 
in the question of forest preserva- 
tion is therefore great, 

It may be interesting to sketch 
the history of the forestry nfove- 
ment which is thus reaching such 
an important stage in its develop- 
ment. The question was agitated 
for many years by Sir Henri Joly 
de Lotbiniere, Mr. William Little 
and others, and in 1882 a Forest 
Congress Was convened in Montreal 
representing the United States and 
Canada to consider the subject and 
devise means of dealing with it. 
There was a large attendance of 
leading men from the United States 
and Canada and during the two or. 
three days’ deliberations a number 
of valuable papers were read and in 
the discussions a great deal of  in- 
teresting and useful information was 
brought out. The results were 
somewhat ephemeral, however, as, 
although the proceedings were well 
reported in the newspapers and con- 
siderable public interest was aroused 
the pressure of necessity was not felt 
in the same way as it is at the 
present time and no sustained effort 
was made to keep the matter before 
the public. At this convention, 
however, the American Forest Con- 
gress was organized which body met 
later in the city of Quebec in 1892. 
The most far-reaching result of 
this convention was the adoption of 
the fire ranging system, which has 
done so much to preserve the forests 
of Canada and which Wis undoubt- 
edly a direct result of the stimulus 
given to the interest in the subject.

NEEDLE MAKING IN ENGLAND 


Trade has Been Started and Lost 
Several Times. 


The history of making needles in 
England is a curious one, for the art 
has been several times lost to Eng- 
lish workmen since the reign of Queen 
Mary. 

Needles were first made in Eng- 
land at that time by a negro from 
Spain, who set up a shop and for a

A YEAR’S IMMIGRATION. 


117,271 Arrived at Canadian Ports 
—611 Were Deported. 


An Ottawa despatch says:—For | 
the year cnding June 80, 117.271 im- 
migrants arrived in Canada at Hali-| 
fax, St. John, Montreal, Vancouver!

During cold weather 
the crates should be placed in 
warm building. Abundant vyentila- 
tion is required at all times. 

In order to have the chicken plump 
and fit for the market when at the 
most profitable age, they should be 
put in the crates when from three to 
four months old, though suitable 
market chickens of any age will 
show gains in the crates, Select for 
fattening chickens that are of med- 
jum size, of a broad square shape, 
legs set well 
and above all with a good 
constitution. 

EQUIPMENT FOR FATTENING. 

It is advisable to use the crates 
described in Bulletin No. 7. If only 
a small number are to be fattened, 
packing boxes of suitable dimensions 
can be adapted for the purpose. The 
open top of the box may he made the 
bottom of the crate and one side 
should be removed for the | front. 
Laths shoald be nailed up and down 
tho front and lengthwise of the crate 
to form the door. The laths are put 
the same distance apart as recom- 
mended in the construction of the 
fattening crates, A board should be 
loosened in the top to remove the 
chickens, and a feed trough arranged 
in front. A shaping board and ship- 
ping boxes nre also required. 

FATTENING RATIONS. 
A satisfa:tory ration is one that 
is palatable ond that will produce a 
white flesh. Gats, finely ground or 
with the coarser hulls sifted out, 
should form tho basis of afl the 
grain mixtures. wround corn fed in 
excess will result in a yellow flesh 
of inferior quality; ground peas im- 
part a hardness that is not desir- 
able. Ground oats, buckwheat, bar- 
ley and low grade flour are the most 
suitable meals. 
Satisfactor Meal Mixtures:—1. 
Ground oats (coarse hulls removed). 
2, Siftings from rolled oats (no hull- 
ing dust should beJncluded). 8. Two 
parts ground oats,’ two parts ground 
buckwheat, one part ground corn,

Madoc Properties. 


to Selection of Madoc or 
Belleville. 


Divided Even as 


The Special Committee appointed at 
last session of the County Council to 
inspect and select a site for the new 
House of Refuge, made their visit of 
inspection last week to the propertics 
offered at Belleyille, Deseronto,T weed 
and Madoc, The committee was com- 
posed of His Honor the Warden, Mr. 
Arthur Macfarlane, of Tyendin ; 
Messrs. James Dryden, of Deseronto ; 
S, Vandervoort, of Sidney; H. K, 
Denyes, of Thurlow; Wm. Bonter, of 
Marmora ; and Luther Cornell, vepre- 
senting the Madoe diyision. he dis- 
tinguished gentlemen arrived in 
Madoc on Thursday last, and in three 
carriages,escorted by Reeve Dr. Harri- 
son and Councillors William Cross 
and Dr. W. S. Harper of the Town 
Council, with the Review man, visited 
the properties offered around Madoc, 
The properties are Mrs. John Why- 
tock’s farm and A.W, Coe’s St.Charles 
farm on the Queensboro road ; Why- 
tock’s Gillen farm on the Eldorado 
road ; and Coe’s Bailey farm immedi- 
ately south of the yillage. The prices 
ranged from $2500 to $3500, The 
members of the committee expressed 
preference for the latter two Probe 
ties as the most suitable for the pur- 
poses required, 

Before leaying Madoc the Warden 
eloquently acknowledged the courtesy 
and kindness with which the commit- 
tee had been receiyed by the Madoc 
Council representatives, and also the 
able way in which they had presented 
their claims, He assured them that 
Madoo’s representations for the public 
building would haye fair and full con- 
sideration. Reeye Harrison briefly 
and appropriately responded on behalf 
of Madoc Gouncil, 

The committee returned to Belleville 
the same eyening and immediately 
held a meeting in the County buildings 
to discuss and decide upon the most 
suitable site visited. After discussion 
it was found that the choice would be 
between Madoc and Belleville, and on 
the vote being taken they split eyen, 
Messrs, Macfarlane, Denyes and Van- 
devyoort favoring the city, while 
Messrs. Dryden, Bonter and Cornell 
yoted for Madoc. The matter will 
thus go to the Council, we presume, 
for final settlement at the December 
session. 

So far as THE REVIEW can learn, 
the properties open for purchase fayor 
Madoc in nearly every requisite. 
More land at less price; the best of 
soil for the purposes reqnired ; splen- 
did water supply ; cheaper labor for 
building; brick yard within amile of 
the proposed sites; railway accomo- 
dation practically on the properties;and 
first-class facilities for electric light, 
steam fire protection, telephone, etc., 
supplied by the village of Madoc. 
Belleville can offer nothing better. 
In the broad sense of assisting other 
parts of the County, the members of 
the Council should have no hesitation 
in selecting Madoc, The city has no 
claim, and can giye no superior ad- 
vantages, has nothing to lose if not 
selected. Any other part of the 
County that can meet the require- 
ments has a claim for a small share of 
the public perquisites. Madoc CAN 
supply the necessary requirements, in 
this case, as proyed by the vote of 
three members of the committee—one 
of them a ‘‘southern” member. We 
believe it is not unreasonable for this 
community to ask and expect the mem- 
bers ot the County Council to take a 
broad ‘* County view” of this matter.

Most horses 
work better with plenty of foot than 
with their toes too short.

cutting there is done the better. A 
good big foot is a good thing on 
any horse. A good hick sole and 
big healthy frog are indispensable, 
Skilled smiths will not essay ta 
to slash the foot to pieces if they 
know the owner wants the horse 
properly shod. On the other hand 
if they know the owner likes to se 
the sole pared away, the frog half

PREPARING THE CHICK 


HINTS ON HOW TO SEND THEM 
To MARKET. 


Timely Bulletin Issued by the 
Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. 


Starviig.—The chickens should be 
starved 24 hours before killing, 9 
prevent food in the crop and intes- 
tines decomposing and spoiling the 
flavor of the birds.

But the way in which happiness is 
found—that is tho question. One 
man, as o Worldling, finds it in 
“oprecablo sentiments end sensa- 
tions;’’ anothor, as a patriot, in dy- 
jing for his country; anothor, as 
imartyr, at the burning stake, in his 
witness for the truth.

Indian Pudding—An old-fashioned 
Indian pudding that requires no eggs 
is made as follows: Scald one pint of 
milk, add two heaping tablespoonfuls 
of Indian meal to half a cupful 
milk, and when all the lumps = are 
stirred out, thin with a cupful and a 
half of cold milk; add a tablespoon- 


molasses, and pour in the pint of 
scalded milk, add a half teaspoonful 
of salt and stir well. Bake the pud- 
ding an hour; then pour in another 
pint of cold milk and let it bake 
slowly for three or four hours long- 
er, or until +t is as dark as a black 
ginger cake. Serve it hot with 
cream.
